I suppose the progress and deliiie of family 
fortimes have Iwen essentially llie same in all 
parts ol the world, if we except those countries 
in which Ihe laws of entail and primogeniture 
preserve the eldest soti fioiii the reverses which 
otherwise would inevitably ensue. 

A young man ceriins into the city from his 
respect.ihle home of industry in the crs'lnitry. — 
He comes with energy of character, and imlns- 
jtiions habits, ami inn ed |o economy. He has 
nothing (o ilcpcml upon hut his own resources of 
jililigence md fidelity. 

I -Afiera few years he commences business for 
himself. His only capital is a good name ami 
busiriers talents. These guide him to wealth. 
In II few years he is found one of the most opn- 
lent and iofiiienlial inerchants in the citv. — 
And Ihe country boy who comes into W,i,h 
ington street, as he dill, in search of a fortune, 
now looks lip to him with icvercnce us to one of 
the nobles Ihe land. 

This is Ihe history of many of the first mer- 
chants of Uo-tuii amt o4 New York. These 
poor country boys, witli the virtues which arc 
iiuitured ill an economical hnriie, come into 
our cilies and take the lead in law, in politics, I 
and in ineicliamlisc There arc exceptions, but I 
this is the general rule in all the principal rilics 
of this country uml of England. What is the 
sn’js.qiiciit history? 

The sons and the daughters of this now lich 
man, find a very different cradle from that 
which Iheir father found in his [larental honic. 
Frofiisjon ami splendor are all aroiiinl them . 
Thi ir father trod a painted Iloor,or perhaps ate 
his bread and milk, Irom the eartln rn bowl or 
the tin dipper.

I'li er such influenres 
l|hey have inaiiv iiii.iginary w.inis, and ihe pro- 
j fusion a roil ml I he in destroy sail habits ofecono- 
iny. The sons fe*l that Miev are not depen- 
|<hiiit upon Iheir excrlioiis for support; that 
[their father is rich, that lie will set them ii|) in 
ihnslness, ami they think that properly svill flow 
in upon them as easily as it follows the well 
ditecfeil efforis of the father’s strong mind. — 
They fnrni no habits of close application. They 
have fceeireil no instruction in Ihe hard hot 
[useful school of adversity. Their fatliirhas 
I fell that in aiirissing properly he was proiiioiing 
Ithe welfare of his family, lie would he rich, 
and he has fallen into ii snare. 

The father dies. The properly is divided. — 
The sons are in biisiness: their habits are such 
that they ciineot endure the rigor of unwearied 
exertion. Their father comnienced at the 
bidlom of Ihr ladder and grailii ally ascenderl 
He came fnm the faim house, and rose by de- 
grees to opideire and Ihxory. The sons com- 
inerice at tke tO|i of the l idiler and go down — 
Year alter year the property dwindles away, 
ami Ihe clildren ate soon fairly down in the 
walks of olscnrity and poverty. The son of 
the coaclinan and his inastcr simply change 
plares.

Alone o'clock, to'day, Jones arid 
rhoinp.son (asiuoied names) were lioiio 
(or inurderitiw and allernplitio to rob Win. 
S. I lioiiiaj, cxcliaiige broker tif iliis citv. 
'ITiey rode froin tiie jail to Ihe gallows, 
eacli driven in a liuogy by one of the 
s'lerilfs of ibii county, sinokin" their ci- 
gars with groat calajiie.'s till iho mo:rieiil 
before Iheir caps were pulled over their 
eyes, when they sliook liniid.s uiih cu; h 
other, and willniui any apparent trepala- 
lion were swung into eternity. Tliomp 
son was witliout any genius of liis own, 
and had heca the mere execuiioiier of 
the daring villainy of Jone.s and others. 
Jones has made a donation of lii* confes- 
sion to Mr.s. Oldham, wi.low of the late 
jailor, According to this, it seems he 
H U.S horn in England, of good family, and 
was a merclianl in [..ondon, where he 
faile:l for three hundred and fifty thou, 
sand pounds sterling — .showing assets 
for one hundred amt ninety one. 

Hcie. he says, he deposited fifty ihou- 
■‘and pounds, wnhoiit the knowledge of 
hi.s creditors, in the hands of a lich ban- 
ker: hrmighi l.i.s wife and three children 
(ilaiigt.iers, whom lie educated well) to 
New York, where they m.irried respetui 
Illy, and still live. At this place his 
wile died, after which he relumed to 
London and claimed of his hanker the 
fifty thousand pounds; who, afle.” repeat 
ed applications, persisted in denving ail 
kiio'.vledge of the matter. He presently 
met him at some disiaiice from the ine- 
iropolH, and .snihlied him to Ihe heart; 
the lilood gushed from his bosom,, and 
he dropped out of his eurriage a corpse. 
-After this Jones went to the seaboard, 
engaged in the naval service, excitcil 
the crew to mutiny, murdered every 
Soul on hoard who refused toj.iiii his par- 
ly, except the captain’s wifo, with whom 
he lived .six or eight months, and after- 
wards iiniidcreil her. He then look the 
ship and crow to .Africa, look on hoard 
three hundred .slaves and steered for the 
West Indies, iwcnly five or lliiriy of 
wliom died soon after leaving the African 
coast ; and being pursued h}' a British 
man-of war, to escape detection they 
drowned all the others, 

Jones landed at Charleston, South 
Carolina m'lrdered some man for his mon- 
ey, was thrown into jail where he lay 
thirteen months. He went from thence 
111 New Orleans,, put np at tlic best ho- 
tel in the city, discovereil some gentle- 
ir.aii h iardingin the same house who had 
.*57,000. murdered and robbed him in 
one of its passages, and remained unsus- 
pected in the same place 'for several days 
He then took a steamboat and went to 
St. Louis; on liis passage made acquain- 
tance with Thompson, in connexion with 
whom he murdered and robbed a man at 
St Louis of g’i.OOO. Came to Louis 
ville, watched William S. Thomas eight 
or len days, entered his house on 4lh 
street near .Mam, in the morning, mur- 
dered him, but were intercepted in their 
intended robbery by Tlioinas's servant | 
bursting open ilie door at the moment 
they were rifling his drawers of their 
contents. 

Jon s was ahoiit forty five or fifiy 
\ c.irs old, six feci high, straight and slen- 
der, well educated, and uncommonlv 
prepossessing in his manners He was 
an infidel ; declined all intercourse wi:h 
our clergy (most of them called on him,) 
Ol even naming the subject of Reli- 
gion in Ids presence. So that he who 
has prohablv graced the first circles in 
l.ondon, and cerininly posse.ssed an intel- 
ect uncoimno ily brilliant, by a misdirec- 
tion of Ids gifted (lowers, perished in a 
strange land — ignominiously perished 
under the gallows.

Ho his 
now exhausted Ids rc.-ources for one 
year. greater (lait of Ids customers 
■wlio have received these small supplies 
say to themselves, “Oh, ii’.s a small 
trifle :hat we are iiidehleil — hardly worth 
minding, and iherefne, wa will give 
ourselves no further uneasiness about it. 
Next year Hodge can go to work and 
raise more grain; and iflic ch loscs to 
dispose ofit all m the same way, why, 
very wed; we’ll lake it of him on Ihe 
same terms as before, and (lay or not, as 
we chooEc. His expenses for team and 
labor are notliing; and we’d let him jog 
on in this system; and if he run ashore, 
why. the fault is all his own-”

W'c h ive come to the conclusion, that 
the only wav of »u|)porting a (lulilic jour 
nal in this county, is l.i adopt the advance 
pay system. If ice neglect to be (lunc- 
Inal ill fulfilling our engagement, our 
subscribers who jiay in advance, can re- 
ceive hack iheirown. This is iheonly 
reasonable cour.se that can safely he 
pursued on both sides. On our part, we 
pie !ge ourselves to ruridsii our sohscri- 
bers with (lapers for a year, or during a 
less period to suit iheir own convenience.

(irivilege Go to Philadel(diia or Nor- 
wich, and see if you can gel a right in 
the water works, for supplying your- 
'selvcs and families with water ibr one 
'year, wiihoiit paying before hand. Go 
jlo a tavern ot boarding hou.-e, and expect 
jlo get accommodated for one year, wilh- 
jOul making some advance remuneration. 
iTlie fountain of the press does not slop; 
jus walies flow on continually ; and now, 
the only way to keep ihe woiks in oper- 
ation, is to pay in advance. Tlie miller

Her 
real estate passe.s into his (lossessiun, 
and remains in it during his life, wheth 
er he survive her or not. She has no 
cnnirol of his properly during his life 
and upon his death she is entitled to the 
use and improvement of one third of his 
personal estate, afterlhe payment of hie 
debts, if he die intestate; hut it is in his 
power, if lie choose, to deprive her of 
her thirds of his personal estate hy ma- 
king a will to that elTocl. 

A >oung man of no properly marries 
a lady who has ten Ihoosand dollars in 
cash. 'I'hc moment after lipr marriage, 
she has no (iroperly, and he is worth ten 
lliousaiid dollars. At the expiration ol 
the honey moon, he may die, after' ma- 
king a will, bequeathing all his estate to 
his own relations -and his widow has 
no remedy— she is turned penny less up- 
on the wtu ld. 

The laws of Louisiana place tho hus- 
liand iiild wifo up 111 equal ground, giving 
to each the control of llieir own proper’ 
ty, and to the survivor the same right of 
dower in Inc estate of the deceased. 
The iiusbaiid in that Slate has no more 
power to beggar his wife titan he has to 
ruin his own father, amt his own proper- 
ty is liolden lor his own debts.

some Senators as to the character of the bill. 
It is called bj some a paper^money bill, an«l, by 
others, a bill to genninale a new nntional ilebt. 
T^ese are serious imputations, and require to 
be answered, not by declamation and recrimina* 
UofY, but by facts and reasons, addressed to the 
candor, and to the intelligence, of an enlighten* 
eo.and patriotic community. 

. I dissent from (he imputation? on the chnrac 
ter of the hill. I maintain that it is neither a 
f»a|>er*inoney bill, nor a hill to lay the founda* 
lion for a new national debt; and will hereby 
give my reasons, for believing us I do on both 
points. 

There are certainly two classes of Treasury 
notes— one for investment, and one for circula* 
tion; and both classes arc known to our law*, 
and possess rlistinctivn features which dcGne 
t^heir respective characters, and confine them to 
their respective uses. 

The notes for investment bear an interest 
fufficient to induce capitalists to exchange gold 
nnd silver for (hem, and to lay them by as a 
productive fund. This is their distinctive foA“ 
ture, but not the only one; they possess other 
•ubsidiaiy quMlities; such as transferahiliiy 
only by indorsement — payable at a fixeil lime 
not re-issuable — nor of small denomination— 
and to be cancelled when paid. Notes of this 
class are in fact loan notes — notes to raise loans 
on by selling them for har I money— either im- 
mediately by the Secretary of the Treasury, or, 
secondarily, by the ci editor of the (ioverment 
to whom they have been paid. In « worrl, they 
possess all the qualities which invite investment, 
and forbid and impede circulation. The net 
of I81r2 authorized an issue of notes of this dc- 

• acriplion. They bore five and two-fifths per. 
cent, interest, vvith an express danse that the 
Secretary of the Treasury might raise money 
upon them by K>an. I presume there are Sen- 
ator? present who were members of the House 
of Representatives in 181:2 — who gave the sane- 

”(100 of their approbation to the 'rreasiiry note 
liw ol that yt’iir, and who wauM be very un- 
willing to hear the epithets ap|)lied to that law 
which arc lavished upon this hdl, which is co- 
pied from it. 

The Treasury notes for currency are didin. 
guishcil by features and qualities, the reverse 
of those which have been mentioned. They 
bearlillloor no interest. They are payable 
to bearer— tr.msferrable by delixery — re-i«sna- 
hie— of low denominations — and freqiioutiv re- 
imbursable at the pleasure of the Government. 
They arc, in fact, paper money, and posses? all 
the qualities which forbid investment, and invite 
to circulation. The I’reasiiry notes of 181.a 
were of that character, except for the opiional 
clause to enable the holder to fund them at the 
interest xvhich coinmamied loans— at seven per. 
C :nt* 

These are the distinctive. feature? < f the two 
classc.* of note*. Now try the committee's bill 
by (he test of these qn «1itie?. It will he found 
tint the notes which it authorizes belong to the 
first namerl class; that lliey are to bear an iu- 
tefcit, which may be six per cent., that they 
lire transforrablo only hv cndorsenieiii — that 
they arc not re-issuable— ihat they are 10 bo 
paid at a day certain ; to wit, within one year 
—that they are not to be issued of h-ss denoru- 
inntion than one hundred <lnllar4 — are to be 
cancelled when taken up — and that the Secre- 
tory of the Treasury is expressly authorized 
to raise money upon them by loaning them. 

These are the feature* and qualities of the 
notes to be issued, and tliev defiric ami fix their 
character ns notes to raise loan*, and to be laid 
by ns investment*, and not as notes for curren- 
cy, to be pushed into circulation by the power 
of the Government, and to ;uld to ihe cnise ol 
t'leilay increasing the quantity of unconverti- 
ble paper money. 

The execution of (he act, and especially (he

• Tiew the interO't was left open, under n maxim- 
um limit, as is proper to be done in all proposi- 
tio If for loans. Rid? may be inviteil by ailver- 
tisement; (he competition of lenders may fix 
the interest; capitalists may fix it by competi- 
tion though nominally left to the di«cretion of 
the President anrl Secretary ; and at whatever 
rate it is thus fixed — at whatever rale a loan of

Thereshonld not be two rates of interest ; 
a high one for the indepentleni ami opulent capi- 
talist, and a low one for the helpless and ne- 
cessitous public creditor. 

This is my opinion of (he character of these 
Treasury notes , and of the mode of using them. 

I cannot doubt but that lendeis will present 
them«elves, and that (he whole ten millions may 
be borrowed in gold and silver just as fast as 
the Government needs it. 'I'imt opinion is 
formed upon dati>-ii|:on the great amount of 
specie noxv in the country — its nuproriiictivo- 
nessto its pre-ent hol lers and the facility with 
whicli large amounts of specie were borrewed 
immediately after tJie bank suspensions, and 
the cominercinl revulsion* of 1818. 'I'he specie 
in the United States cannot now be less than 
it was six mouths ago, to xvit, eighty millions 
of dollars; for it i? shown by the cu'tom-fioiHe 
r^ort^, ami other data, (hat, rimwilhstanding i !

Such is the testimony of Mr. Cheves, and 
thus easily and rapidly did the recuperative 
energiesof this young, vigorous, athletic coun- 
try recover from the depression and desolation 
of that day. The effect cannot be different 
now; on the contrary the recovery must be 
more rapid «and easy* ; for the tiistressnow is not 
the tythe of what it wa* then; the real money 
in the country, the gold and silver, was not 
the fourth part then of what it is now ; the dis 
tress then was all real, and not purl of it assum 
ed, prelendeil, artificial, forccil, and fictiliou? 
contrived with malice aforethought, to govern 
election* and politics, and to coerce the revivi 
ficaticn of a national bonk. 

I remember the times of which Mr. Cheves 
speaks. 1 came to llie Senate in 1820; and 1 
know that his picture of the abundance of 
money, the facility of getting loans, and the low 
rale of interest, is entirely just. Our own le- 
gislation proves it; for a loan of three millions 
was authorized in the session of 1819-20, and 
another at the ensuing session for five millions, 
boll, expressly to defray tlie ciirrert expenses 
of the Govern inent ; and both loans were eagerly 
bid for by capitalists, and at rates considerably 
below six per cent. It was six millinni out of 
these eight that Mr. Cheves congralnlatcbhiin* 
self for having been fortunate enough to obtain 
for the Bank ol the United Slates. The picture 
drawn by Mr. Cheves is correct as appncahle 
to the Atlaniic board for which he intended it; 
it is not correct ns applicable to the West, ao<l 
was not so intended by him. That great region 
dill not recover for several years after 1819. It 
had been eviscerated of its gold and gilver to 
sustain the Bank of the United States ! (I .ind 
been sacrificed to save the Bank ! At (he lime 
that Mr. Cheves refers to, it was, so far as the 
precious metal* were concernetl, the empty 
skin of an iaimohited victim, sacrificed upon 
the altar of salvation to a foreign institution . 
Not so now. 'rhatiks to the ever-gloriotis 
'I’rcasury order! That onler has savcil the 
West from the fate which overwhemU“i her 
for so many years after the reulsion of 1819. 
She is not now, iu respect to money or any 
thing rl«e, (he entpty skin of a sacrificed victim. 
She ha* her fair propoitioii of mIi the ble*sings 
of good government, «s well a« fi^r fiir • "q.nr- 
tion of all the bles-ing* of Heaven She is 
• able and willing to pay her *har»»of the fuiblic 
J reverme in solid ruimey. 'J*he *ales of the pub- 
[lie Irind-i, ’•inre the Bu^prnsion of epicie pay- 
Imems, are fully equal to wh it il «*v w » re in the

Mr. ('heves wa* right in Id* picture of the mon- 
eyed pleihora on the Atliintic board. It was 
a drug (here in le-s than one year after the 
great catastrophe of 1819; it will be a il»*ng 
there again, and from the same eausc'S— .stiig- 
nation of trade and collapse of btisin*s* — within 
a f. w months. It is on tite Atlantic board that 
these Treasury notes vyill be borrowed.

The bill has been denounced as (he germ of 
a new national debt. It certainly proj.'oses 
the creation of a debt. But for what purpose, 
and under what circumstances.? To complv 
with the maxim, that a public debt is a public 
blessing? By no moans! But to relieve the 
States from being called upon for a reimburse- 
meiit of any part of the twenty-seven millions 
ofdollars which liave been deposited with them 
— to relieve the merchants from an immediate 
payment of four million* — and to relieve the 
deposite hanks from an iinmediati* pres- for six 
millions, 'ihis is the object. The loans of 
ten mdlions on the Treasury notes comes in 
place of the four and six millions due from inci- 
chants and the bunks. It is hecauee we cannot 
collect one, that we create the idher. If we 
Imd the ten millionc from (he merchats and the 
banks, weshoiild not want the Treasury notes; 
nut bcingalde to collect those ten million*, we 
give time to our debtors, aotl borrowed an 
equivalent sum. The outstanding debt due to 
the United States is equal to tlic debt created; 
it w ill be a fund to pay It, intereot and all ; for 
the mcrchanis and banks are to pay interest ; 
and (hen the 'rreasiiry note debt hreomes a 
mere nominal transaction, so farasilebt is con- 
cerned, being no biirdeu to the United States, 
an<l a relief to her debtors. 

This is the object of this nominal debt, and

der the same which occasioned ciihl millions to 
be borrowed by direct loan in (he two *iiccoed- 
ing sessions afu-r the catastrophe of 1819.

With <lc-’ 
ference to ihcir juflgments, Ipresumcto think 
otherwise, and, with the indulgence of the 
Senate, will undertake to convince them of 
their mistake. First, there is the merchants’ 
bond bill; it relieves a class of debtors to the, 
amount of four millions of dollars, and (lirouuh , 
them it relieves many others. I his bill also, 
grants additional croilits on bonds to become 
due fora year lienee, and in that grants (uither 
relief to the^ame r.la*s and to their nuineroiis 
dealers. Then there is theilcposite bank relief 
bill. This gives lime to another cln*s of debt | 
ors to refund six million*, tind through them- 
it relieves all their debtors, and Vsides, enables^ 
them to give temporary ass^tance to Ihej 
country generally. Then coin's this Picasury 
note bill, a measure of relief to the States to 
the amount of ten millions, anl through thenij 
a relief to all their citizens b; supplying (he 
Trea*iirj from our own lesoirces, and thus 
staving off the contingency on which they be- 
came subject to re-imhiirse t?n, out of (he 
twenl^-seien million ilepo*ite, while still in the 
very act of receiving it. The Senate, on the 
motion of the Senator from Pmnsylvaiiia, who 
sits over the way, (Mr. Hichanmn,1 has 
eince nbrogaterl (his conliiigeicy, and substi- 
tuted the" will of Congr»'ss; tut this change, 
while it admonishes us io %\\y . fare}ccU — along 
farrueU lo the luenty-seren milions! and even 
to fear the approaching depat'iire of the nine 
million*, raiinol diminish liieucritof the com- 
mittee, which ha«l first defered the contingency 
before (he Senator’s motiou abrogated it for 
ever. 

Tl»e*e arc inHaticcs of direct relief — large as 
well as direct — and extending into all the ra- 
mification.* of .*ociety. It is ‘our millions to 
the merchants, six million* 10 the hank.*, and 
ten million* to the State*— in ail, twenty 
millions; ami, though nominally, to the mer- 
chant*, the hank*, and the ASiates, it is in reality 
to the whole body of the commniiity — to all 
(he citizens to whom merchants, banks, and 
States resort to collect the money which is to 
he paid over to the Federal Treasury. To 
those three bills of immediate, direct, large, and 
positive relief, the committee have added two 
others, less general in their scope, ami more in- 
direct in their action, but still well entitled to 
be classed among relief measures — one to abol- 
ish credits at the ciistoin-hoiiscs, after a given 
time; ami the other to relieve this city, and 
thr«e ten miles square, in which Congress has 
exclri.sive jurisdiction, from the evils of an ir- 
reileemabie paper currency, and the pestilence 
of paper ticket change. 

The divorce bill — the bill to dissolve the con- 
nection between Rank and Stnte-and to enable 
(he Government to keep in its own hands its 
own means of exi«tc-nce — leill certainly be a 
relief to one of the parties, if not to both. 
These bills have been reported by the Finance 
Commiitce,aml will enable (he country tojudge 
ow far they are obnoxious to the charge of 
of reporting nothing for relief, and nothing ofi 
any value. They arc six in number — ofgreali 
vaiuc ami efficacy in my estimation — and they 
comprise all the subjects on which that com-l 
rnittee were expecterl to produce any thing for 
the action of the Senate.

Murdkr and Robdeiiy. — On Sunday 
the 1st instant, Mr. Blunt, the Coroner, 
held an inquest on the ’I'cny of Mr. 
Francis Conner, who was, that morning 
found dead in his own house, about nine 
miles from Lexington. The verdict was 
that Conner had been murdered by some 
person or persons unknown. 

Mr. C onner’s mind was supposed to 
Ibe somewhat deranged. He lived entire- 
ly alone, and it was known that he had 
money in his house. The body was 
Sound, lying on t!ie floor with his gun be 
;Bide him, evidently placed there to cause 
the belief that he had committed suicide, 
he having been shot in the head. 

Some dnys after the inquest, a negro 
'triaB named Burrell, belonging to .Mr. 
'George IVare, was arrested, on suspicion 
of having been concerned in the murder. 
He was ordered by the magistrates to 
prison for further trial. On his way to 
jail, he confessed having been ona.of 
those who committed the odence, in 
company with a white man named 
iReese, and another black man. Kee.se 
was taken — underwent an examination 
on Sunday Inst, and was discharged. 

On Tuesday the other black man, Ga- 
briel, belonging likewise to Mr. Ware, 
wvas arrested, who confessed his guilt, 
/and also charged Keese with being the 
/principal actor. Reese was yesteixlay 
again arrested, brought to the city and 
committed for further examination. 

We learn that the negroes stale, that 
when the attack was made upon the 
house, that Mr. Conner fired upon them 
through the window, and that before he 
could reload his gun, thev broke open 
the door, shot him in the head with a pis- 
tol, and finally killed him by blows on 
the head with a fire dog. That the mur- 
»3er took place on Thursday night, pre- 
vious to Sunday wheii the body was 
discovered. The house was then rifled 
(Of about 1,000, and two watches, one 
gold, the other silver. 

The account given of the murder bv 
the negro, corresponds with the observa- 
tions of the Coroner. The gun w/i.v ly- 
ing by the side of the body, charged with 
poti'der only. The head was terribly 
mashe l with some heavy instrument, and 
several slugs or large shot were taken 
out of the brain.

t, if by no other mean? an ) at no less cost, the 
country could he rid of a machinery so iucal-, 
ulitidy increasing tjie patronage of the Press* 
lent of the United States. Any amount of 
uoney whatever would have been a cheap price 
to p ly for the experience of the last 6 months. 

It is most fortunate for the presrivation uf lib- 
erty that it hasb<*cn obtained, and so stton. In 
this aspect aud spirit I regarri the late disti e?ung 
crisis as a public blessing of the greatest m igui* 
tude, us little less th^n providential, and a 
proof that this favored country has not fiiiTeited 
the protecting care of Heaven. 1 perceive 
scarcely anorher means through which it would 
have been possible to terminate the sState Bank 
system. Individuals have siitfered deplorably 
n the convulsions produced hy the introduction 
of that system but tndividuhl siitTeiing is not to 
he weighed against tbe salvation of the general 
liberty. 

^Hf any imagine that 1 speak of the State 
Bank system w‘lh extravagance anti undue ex- 
ecration, I hog of tiiem to weigh maturely the 
loliowing redactions : 'Phe power of moneyed 

corp FriCiotis. It is extremely didiciiU to esli- 
malH the extent of tliis power, and not easy to 
overr.iteit. it addresses itself to tlie weakest 
point of human nature. It operates in a ritul- 
(iliide of vva^’s, and with especial potency 
through the hope of banking favor, and the ap- 
prehension of forfeiting ihU favor Its ramifi- 
cations {wrvade society, and embrace all orders 
of men. 

■For these reason®, as well as because they 
have been tried and found altogether iiicoiiipe-| 
tent, 1 am irreconcilesbly npposeil to tlie statej 
hank system. No alternative is left but (ol 
make expr'riinent of the suh-Treasury. To' 
this I candidly confe®?, Mr. Van Buren’s mes- 1 
sa5»e has greatly diminished rny previous objec- 
tions; hut if it lia I not, what better is left than 
for the country to m-ake trial of it? There) 
must he sorae system for collecting, safe keep- 1 
ing and rlwbursing the revenue; nor can the, 
coimiry wait for .^Ir. Van Buren to go out or he 
(Hit out, to return once more to a national hank. 

I believe (b'lt I and others have reganled ih*»; 

b ireasury system with loo much alarm, that
